Perhaps the earliest record, that is authentic, of any Y ounkin 
to land in America is Herman or Henry Younkham, in the 
year 1737 from Rotterdam, Holland. There is arecord of one 
Gideon Younkin in New York in the year 1800 who were 
refugees; that is they were sold for their passage. There are 
three or four branches and hence as many spellings of the 
name in the U.S. A. One German, two Holland Dutch, perhaps 
one Russian, and there is also a Colony of Jews who spell 
theirs as we do — Younkin. the name in Holland is 
JONGKINDT—JONKHEYN in Amsterdam, and JUNGEN 
in Germany. It is a known fact, that there were many 
Younkins that served in the Revolutionary War, from Bucks 
County, Penna. The will of Henry Youngken dated Jan. 18, 
1787, Haycock Twp., Bucks Co., Penna., gives the names of 
his children as John, Jacob, Frederick, Rudolph, Henry, and 
daughters as Catherine and Elizabeth. 

Frederick was bominBucksCo,Penna, October 15,1763, 
and died in 1843, buried in Somerset Co, as is also Jacob and 
perhaps John. Jacob was in the Revolutionary War. A daugh¬ 
ter was bom to Jacob and wife [Johannah "Hannah" Nicola] 
in Somerset Co., in 1787. [Jacob and Hannah's son, John J. 
Younkin was bom in Somerset County, Pa, 6 Feb 1787, and 
was baptized 7 Mar 1787 at Keller's Lutheran Church, 
Somerset. Their first daughter, of record, was bom in 1797 
and married John Weimer.] Jacob and Frederick were taxed 


as single men in Bucks Co, in 1785, hence must have settled 
in Bucks Co., between 1785 and 1787 [we do have them in 
earlier records in Bucks County.]. 

Henry Younkin who came to Kansas in 1874 was a son of 
the above Frederick Younkin. He was bom Feb. 8,1805, and 
died June 16, 1880. He married Mary King, bom Feb. 29, 
1810, and she died August 7,1903. Their children were all 
bom in Pennsylvania.

The following was written by, Olive YounkinNeill, daugh¬ 
ter of John Mitchell and Emma (Mall) Younkin, in 1945. 

It was a bright Spring morning on the tenth of March, the 
year of 1877, a young man, John M. Younkin, just two days 
past twenty-one years of age, was riding along the trail which 
followed Timber Creek for a short distance and then branched 
off on Mall Creek. 

This was a momentious day for young John, for he was 
going to get his sweetheart, sweet Emma Mall, a young 
schoolteacher and together they were going to the County 
seat. Clay Center, Kansas to get their license to wed, Clay 
County was still in the pioneer stage. 

John had been brought up in the home of his parents, 
Moses and Lavilia Younkin, being the eldest son. It was a 
family of boys except one sister. 

No doubt there were great plans in his mind this morning 
of a happy prosperous future, a home and family. As he saw 
trees bursting into buds, the green grass in the low places and 
the meadowlarks singing; just overhead a cardinal whistled 
his sweet song of cheer. 

O, yes, it was a happy day as young John trotted up to the 
hitching post at the Mall home and dropped his horse's reins 
over it. I think I saw a young girl peeking out of the window. 
She was all dressed in a wine colored alpaca. It was very 
becomingly made with tight fitted basque, buttoned down the 
front, the skirt was draped with bustle effect in the back and 
several rows of wide pleating around the bottom of the skirt.

She shyly opened the door as he knocked and said, "Yes John, 
I am ready." 

Emma's father Jacob Mall, a tall slender farmer, brought 
her horse out, John helped her to mount on the side-saddle and 
they rode away together. Can you imagine how they planned 
as they rode those ten miles to the small village of Clay 
Center, Kansas. 

The Courthouse was just a room where the probate Judge, 
R. D. McCord presided. John, with a sheepish grin told him 
what they wanted and as he peered over his glasses at them, 
he saw a young man of medium height, broad shouldered 
with black hair and a cocky little mustache. His eyes and 
mouth were smiling, and the girl was slight of build, and also 
had black hair, clear gray eyes and a fresh complexion, a very 
sweet maiden, just starting out on life's journey. 

The Probate Judge got a large book and said to the young 
man, "sign here, please," and I think John felt he was quite a 
man when he signed, "J. M. Younkin, age 21" and turned to 
the girl and said, "sign here Em" she in turn wrote her name, 
"Emma J. Mall, age 19 years." 

"Mother and Dad"—can you see them? I can. Their names 
are down on the Record just as they wrote them 68 years ago. 

They were married on the 12th day of March 1877 at the 
home of Jacob Mall by Rev. M. E. Wilder. Witness: Jacob 
Mall — Louisa E. Mall. It is recorded, the license was 
returned on the 9th of April 1877 by Rev. Wilder and filled 
in by him.

Pennsylvania German Gunmakers 

By ROGER YONKIN 

By the mid 18th century, American Colonists were sup¬ 
planting guns that had previously been made in Europe and 
shipped to our shores, with weapons built in the colonies. The 
Germans were acknowledged as being the best gunmakers in 
the world. Some German gunsmiths had immigrated nor¬ 
mally and others were enticed here to help build the new 
weapons business. 

The famous "Kentucky Rifle" of story and legend, was 
most often, actually a "Pennsylvania Rifle" more often made 
by German gunsmiths, living and working in Pennsylvania. 

So, my question is by now probably obvious, were any 
Junghens gunsmiths? 

The "Pennsylvania Rifle" a caplock, or flintlock type, 
were considered the finest "long rifles" available, but were 
expensive and not used, or carried by everyone. These were 
"personal rifles", not the type used by the military. They were 
often of .45 caliber and less, used primarily in the east, but 
obviously emigrated themselves over the continent. 

Now this is only a thumbnail sketch of history, let us know 
of any information you possess. 

Are there any books on German gunsmiths? Do you have 
any history of our family being involved? Do you know of a 
weapon that was built by a Junghen, hopefully with his name 
engraved thereon? 

As one of my hobbies, I have built several flintlock 
muzzleloading rifles, over the past 25 years. I have photos 
showing family members standing with the muzzleloading 
rifles. What happened to these rifles, powder horns, pouches, 
etc. If you would send me photos with descriptions/history, 
of any items you have, it would be deeply appreciated.

LIFESTORY is a magazine started in December of 1991 
by June Fritz Kempthorne (descended from Olive Kathryn 
Younkin of Clay Center, Kansas) and her husband Charley. 
LIFESTORY is a how-to magazine for people who are 
interested in writing personal and family history. 

"We have nearly 1,000 subscribers all over the USA and 
Canada," June says. She manages the circulation list and is 
also the art director, as well as the co-publisher. June, 47, has 
a BFA in art from Kansas State University. She has two sons, 
Ben, 18, and Rip, 14, and also is the stepmother of Charley's 
22 year old daughter and 25 year old son by a previous 
marriage. Before they started the magazine, she and her 
husband were painting and papering contractors in Manhat¬ 
tan, Kansas. 

About half of the contents of each issue are excerpts from 
the subscribers' own writings about themselves and their 
families. The other half is articles by Charley and others 
about how to go about writing personal and family history. 

"Personal and family history should be written as narra¬ 
tive," Charley says, who was trained as a fiction writer and 
once taught fiction writing, as well as English composition, 
in a university. "Although all of us speak narratives (tell 
stories) every day, we aren't used to writing them. It takes a 
little training, but it's really a much easier and more natural 
way to write than ho w we were trained to write in our English 
classes." 

A subscription to the monthly magazine permits the sub¬ 
scribers to send material directly to Charley for reading and 
comment. 

The following is an excerpt from an article by Charley 
Kempthorne in theirpremier issueof LIFESTORY, Vol. 1 #1 
Dec. 16,1991 — 

There are lots of good reasons, and almost no 
bad ones, for writing about your life. The pleasure 
of remembering days gone by, the chance to review 
your life, and the chance to contribute to history are 
some of the more important. But most of the time 
the clincher, at least for elders, is for their own 
children and grandchildren. In fact some of these 
elder/writers come to feel it is almost a duty. 

Chances are by the time a parent has children in 
their mid-twenties, he finds that they are a little 
more willing to listen than they were ten years 
earlier. And by the time these children are in their 
mid-thirties and have children of their own growing 
up around them, then they begin to have an inkling 
of their own mortality. "When are you going to die, 
Mom?" is very innocent, not uncommon (and very 
natural) question for a five or six year old to ask. It 
starts them (these children of yours who are now

parents themselves) to thinking of themselves as 
part of a progress of humanity in general and of their 
own family in particular. They start to think of 
themselves as passing on a torch that was handed to 
them by you. 

And along about then they start to come to you 
and say, "Why don't you write down some of these 
stories you’re telling me?” Or maybe they say to 
themselves, "Gee, I ought to tape some of this." Or 
they ask you to. 

Sometimes you may get the feeling that they're 
telling you that because Jhey don’t want to take time 
to listen, not even now. And there may be some truth 
in that, but so what?

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Sleepless in Thurmont... ..a humorous look at genealogy

Who gets all the stuff when the old-man goes 
to the "Great Beyond." I could have said old-woman as well,but the 
book said it's only been, "inmore recent years, with the adoption of 
Married Woman's Property Statutes, [that] women generally have 
had the same probate rights as men." 

Yeah, we had a simple system that seemed to work fine for 
centuries , and then we have to go messing it up because the women 
have to have equal rights. Geeeze! 

The book explained that "under the old common law, when a 
man died, one-third of his estate went to his wife (dower), one-third 
to his issue (kids) and one-third he could dispose of as he wished. 

That seems simple enough, but the world was simpler. "Com¬ 
mon" law was basically for "common" people who had "common" 
possessions for the most part, so they cut up the stuff Using a simple 
"common" sense approach. In fact the "common" law didn't say a 
thing about the lawyer's percentage, nor did it mention the state's tax 


percentageor the federal tax percentage. Can you take a guess why? 
Because if you had any "common sense", you wouldn't give any of 
these "common" suckers a dime of the family's stuff. 

But nope — we couldn't just stick with the "common" law 
approach.

third to his issue (kids) and one-third he can dispose of as he wishes."

WilliamEdwardYOUNKINS, son of 
John and Elizabeth (REEDER) 
YOUNKINS , was bom in Middletown 
on 11 Jan 1875, and died in Hagerstown 
in 1950. He married Mary "Bessie" 
MOSER. She was bom about 1876 and 
died 16 Dec 1966 in Hagerstown. 

The children of William and Bessie 
were: Carmie E., Guy P., George W., Ida 
Gale, Fred W„ Edna (TOMS), Clarence 
Isaish, Agnes (MOSER), Cledith "May" 
(RECHER), Edwin Austin, and Roy C.

This clipping was sent in by Tom Younkin, of Ashland, Ohio. It was part of Tom's father, 
Otto Younkin's collection of Younkin memoribilia. Otto Younkin was the president of the 
Younkin Association in the 1930s and '40s. Based on other articles on this clipping, Tom 
feels it was published in the mid to late 1930s. 

I am pretty sure (by process of elimination) that this is William Edward and Mary Bessie 
(Moser)Younkins. He was a son of John William Taylor Younkins. 


Most of the above children, and their 
descendants, remained in the Frederick 
and Washington County areas of Mary¬ 
land. 
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Just down the road from our home in southern 
Somerset County, the Alber Knoblach family 
operate a cheerful restaurant. Shepherd's Farm, 
situated on Rt. 281 with a stunning view of the 
mountainous countryside. 

Their farm sits across from the restaurant. 

Their bam painted the familiar red, but their fields 
grazed by flocks of sheep rather than the dairy 
cows common in the county. Lamb sandwiches 
distinguish the restaurant's menu. 

A few miles up the frequently traveled high¬ 
way, drivers pass a dairy farm typical of the 
county with one exception. The tidy lawn, flow¬ 
ers and shrubs andcarefully maintained buildings 
indicate pride in home and business. The bam, 
however attests to a streak of independence, for it 
is painted an unusual color, forest green. This is 
the home of dairy fanner Gerald Yonkin [should have read Y ounkin], 
and his wife. Iris, who is an active partner in their enterprise, 
assisting daily in the milking parlor. [Actually, Kay Lynn (Younkin) 
Wilson, their daughter, lives on this farm! though all three actively 
work the farm] 

On a warm sunny afternoon last year, a car pulled into the 
Shepherd's Farm parking lot and a well-dressed lady marched 
inside. She'd seen the farm across the road from the restaurant and 
wanted to know if she could get a glass of real milk, straight from the 
cow. (Apparently she had not noticed the sheep in the fields.) 

Always courteous, the restaurant staff told her while she couldn't 
get real milk there, they'd see if a local dairy farmer could help her. 
"We thought of you right away," Shirley Knoblach told Iris when 
she telephoned her. "If she looks like she won't mind going to the 
milking parlor, tell her she can stop by." Iris responded. 

The lady marched out of the restaurant without further ado, drove 


to the Y onkin's farm where she hopped out of her 
car and walked up to Iris' daughter, Kay, who had 
stopped mowing to greet the stranger. The stranger 
announced, 'I've come formy glass ofrealmilk." 
Not knowing about the telephone call but never 
ruffled by the unexpected, Kay said, "You must 
want my Mom." 

By that time. Iris, glass in hand, appeared and 
escorted the visitor to their milking parlor where 
she filled the glass with fresh whole milk from the 
tank. As the lady drank greedily, a look of satis¬ 
faction crossed her face. She asked to see the milk 
in the tank. "I'd have taken her straight to a cow 
for the milk if they'd been in the bam, she seemed 
so happy," Iris said later. 

Iris and her visitor talked awhile. The lady had 
lived on a chicken farm in Texas years ago where 
they traded eggs for fresh milk with anearby dairy farm. She and her 
husband were in Pennsylvania for the funeral of a family member 
and had taken a drive in the country to console themselves. Seeing 
all the farms, she suddenly just had to have a glass of fresh milk. 
Satisfied, the lady turned to go. 

"Come again if you're in the area," Iris exclaimed. 

The moral of this story is: That old state tourism slogan was right, 
visitors do find friends in Pennsylvania, or at least here in Somerset
